1.  On  or  about  5 October  1060  at  2100  hours,  O'/Sgt 
5500  Air  Base  Wing,  Mitcliel  Air  Force  Rise,  Mew  York,  with 

f*  'y  as  chauffeur  for  Lt.  General  William  lil.  Hall,  Commander, 
CCMAC,  sighted  au  luvidenttfied  flying  object. 

2.  The  sergeant  and  his  son,  \vei‘e  fishing  on  the  beach  at  Point 
Ijookout,  Lioiig  Island,  Now  York  (located  4 miles  easi  of  Long 
Beach),  when  they  sighted  a bright  object  appear  high  in  the  sky 
moving  from  northeast  to  southwest.  On  first  sighting,  the  object 
appaai*ed  to  pass  near  the  moon,  which  v/as  full.  At  the  time  of 
initial  sighting  and  while  the  object  was  near  the  moon,  a reddish 
vapor  trail  couM  be  seen.  Daring  this  time  the  object  resembled 
a f.iUiag  star.  As  it  passed  over  Point  Lookout,  it  tui*ned  to  the 
.sc’.'.theast  and  then  made  a v.ide  sweeping  turn  to  the  right  and 
c-'/entually  passed  oa:  of  siglit  going  back  to’.vards  the  moon  in  a 
northeasterly  direction.  During  the  turn,  the  object  appeared 
only  as  u bright,  very  fast  moving  star  wUlt  no  indications  of  a 
tail  or  \oipor  trail  being  present.  The  turn  was  wide,  extending 
almost  to  the  southwest  and  western  horizons  before  going  again 
towards  the  northeast. 


3.  The  ob.server  said  the  object  appeared  to  l>e  very  high  and 
moving  faster  than  any  airplane  that  he  had  ever  seen.  There 
was  no  noise.  The  object  v/as  visible  only  as  a continuous  w 
light. 


4.  Tr.?  only  other  known  observer  was  Sgt.  young  son 

who  .vaiJ  with  him  at  the  time  of  the  sighting. 
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
